The inoculations will be given 
only after approval by the par- 
ents of the children in the grade 
groups chosen for the nation-wide 
campaign against the disease. 

Licensing of the Salk vaccine 
is pending final study of results 
from a test last year when 1,820, 
000 children of this age bracket 
were administered the vaccine. 
Licensing is expected by April 
16. \ 

The inoculations will be given 
on a county-wide schedule set 
up by the county health depart- 
ment. Obtaining parental sanc- 
tion for the shots prior to licens- 
ing of the vaccine was planned 
in order that inoculations might 
be administered before the end 
of the school term. 

Three shots of the vaccine are 
necessary. The second a week 
from the first and the thiad four 
weeks from the second. Inocu- 
lations will be given in the muscle 
of the arm.

He cited San Fernando valley 
development as an example 
where much higher priced land 
was developed with allevs and 
homes sold in the $10,000 price 
range. ; 

Simon Wisner, planning con- 
sultant, told commissioners that 
“nine out of 10 cities do not re- 
quire allevs in single family res- 
idential subdivision.” 

“This does not mean,’ Mr. 
BRisner said, ‘‘that such a plan is 
sood for Upland. A plan that is 
good for Los Angeles may not 
be to the advantage of Upland. 
The best plan for Upland is the 
one by which the city can main- 
tain its individualitv. Alleys seem 
to be one outstanding individual 
characteristic of Upland develop- 


ment and perhaps such a plan 
should. be .continued. 
‘We can’t reauire one subdi- 


vider to install alleys and let the 
next subdivider develop a tract 
without. We have already al- 
lowed self-contained subdivisions 
without alleys and place the Max 
Bertisch tract under this identity 
to allow its development without 
alleys. But we must have some 
definite policy in the future with 
ranid development facing us,’’ he 
said, 

Mr. Eisner explained that the 
ordinance ammendments sug- 
changes throughout the 
lengthy document and would take 
long hours of deliberation. The 
planners agreed unanimously to 
the all day meeting. 

The planning commission es- 
tablished’ a regulated policy con- 
cerning directional signs on Foot- 
hill Blvd. for subdividers or mo- 
del home builders, the policy 
subject to-confirmation by the 
citv council.
